The 1959 session of the Nebraska Legisla­ 
ture is sure to go down as one of the wildest, 
rowdiest and sometimes just plain goofiest in 
the state’s history. 
It was marked by more partisan political 
clashes than probably any session since the 
non-partisan, unicameral system started in 
1937. It apparently contained more aspirants 
to higher political office than most other ses­ 
sions.

Yet with the smoke of battle cleared away, 
the 
19.59 Legislature shows a record of ac­ 
complishment that is above average, and, In 
some important areas, is exceptional. Us rec­ 
ord is short of being truly outstanding because 
it failed to meet many other pressing needs 
that have consistently been Ignored by previous 
sessions.

Among its noteworthy achievements were: 
—.A badly-needed tightening of ^iroperty tax 
laws w'hich already is showing substantial in­ 
creases in the 
as.sessed valuation of both 
tangible and intangible property. 
■—A tax on pari mutuel hor.se race betting 
which has been turned down by several pre­ 
vious Legislatures. 
—Initiation of an overdue state park de­ 
velopment program based on a .13 mil! special 
levy and creation of a separate division in the 
Game Commission to administer it. 
—Establishment of a 6-year research pro­ 
gram to find new uses for farm products, sup­ 
ported by a .1 mill special levy. 
—Drafting of bingo regulations which many 
observers feel are the best of all the states 
permitting bingo. (This was passed after a 
much looser bill was vetoed by Gov, Brooks.) 
—A permissive juvenile court system for 
Lancaster and Douglas Counties. 
—Outlawing of secondary boycotts by or­ 
ganized labor in intra-state commerce. 
—Increasing the institutional building levy 
and broadening its use to purchase 
land 
around the state capítol and to provide facili­ 
ties at agricultural experiment stations.

—Shifting the schools for the deaf and blind 
from the Board of Control to the .State De­ 
partment of Education 
—Authorizing creation of groundwater dis­ 
tricts to insure against overuse of underground 
water. 
—Establishing an Oil and Gas Commission 
to foster con.servation of the.se resources, a 
move turned down in two previous sessions. 
—Revising election 
statutes 
to eliminate 
some problems demonstrated in last year’s 
election, submitting a constitutional amend- 


ment of a legislative council study of election 
processes. 
—Providing for a line of succession to the 
governorship. 
— 
permissive law enabling cities to use 
voting machines with the approval of the 
voters. 
—Recognition of the proper state function 
of tourist promotion with an appropriation of 
$.30.000 to the Game Commission towards get­ 
ting more per.sons to slow down while going 
through Nebraska. 
—Strengthening traffic laws through .such 
means as lower speed limits on country roads, 
although other needed traffic legi.slation w'as 
turned down. 
—A realistic budget holding down unneces­ 
sary spending but allowing increased appro­ 
priations where badly needed in such areas as 
higher education, highway safety and soil and 
water con.servation.

Certainly a black mark on the 1959 Legisla­ 
ture was not in legislation, as such, but in the 
reckless accusations directed by a few mem- 
ber.s toward some law professors at the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska. Although a resolution 
expressing confidence in the University over 
this issue was defeated 18-17 the Legislature 
did support the University against budget cuts 
by votes of 29-10 and 21-16.

The 1959 session proved itself no belter than 
its predecessors in failing to provide this 
needed legislation: a broadened tax base, re- 
apportionment of membership in the Legisla­ 
ture, constitutional convention, civil service 
for state employes, a gifted students program, 
redistribution of ga.soline tax revenues 
so 
cities get a more realistic share. 
It also followed tradition in refusing to re­ 
move secrecy from votes of individuals in 
legislative committees after challenging it 3 
times. 
In addition, this Legislature turned down 
constructive program presented for the first 
tim e—a labor relations act. 
Legislation of questionable- merit was in­ 
cluded in a bill setting standards for high 
schools but exempting those able to prove 
“ hardship” and a measure to regulate time 
sales contracts. In the.se cases and others, 
however, the undesirable features lay in de­ 
tails rather than general principle. 
Aside from its abuse of the University, lia­ 
bilities of the Legi.slature, then, showed much 
more in what it failed to do than in what it 
did badly. 
In most of the things it did, the 19.59 session 
made a record that will be a challenge to fu­ 
ture Legislatures.
